J. L. Bishop, Work Unit Conser- 
vationist of Brandon, formerly of 
Hancock County, who toured the 
Kennedy farm at Brandon recently 
during an SCS demonstration, says 
he believes a good many farmers 
in this county will be able to em- 
Ploy strip crop rotations to ad- 
vantage on sloping land, parti- 
cularly when they have fairly 
large farms and are raising live- 
stock along with row crops. 

C. H. and Guy Kennedy, Rank- 
in county soil conservation dis- 
trict farmer cooperators, are a- 
mong the first Mississippians to 
blaze a trail in this direction, al- 
though the practice has been 
widely used in other states. 

In 1962 the Kennedys establish- 
ed a 35-acre pilot plot of strip 
crop rotations, using millet and 
Bahia in combination with cotton. 
This was so satisfactory from the 
standpoint of production, machi- 
nery operation, and erosion con- 
trol that, in the spring of 1963, 
they requested Soil Conservation 
Service assistance in laying out 
an additional 50 acres. 

C. H. Kennedy says, “We can 
work any machinery now on the 
hills that we can on level land 
and, at the same time, protect our 
soil and get supplemental winter 
feed for our cattle.” 

The Kennedys got 1900 bales of 
browntopmillet hay this Year from 
the grass strips on 85 acres, with 
‘about 50 percent of the total acre- 
age in grass, and expect to get 
better than a bale of cotton to the 
_ acre. 

The Kennedy cousins have suc- 
cessfully operated their large di- 
‘-Versified farm for more than 25 
years. Since 1941 they have cleat 
ed some 900 acres of open land. 
Six hundred acres are now in pas- 
tures, 300 acres is row crops. Th 
balance of their 2200-acre f 
ìs in woodland, and they rent a 
ditional cotton land.

The advantages of strip crop 
rotations are many: (1) the close- 
growing strips take the place of 
terracing, prevent soil loss, and 
condition the ground for row 
crops during alternate years; (2) 
Long rows permit big equipment 
to operate with ease, and mini- 
mize “turn-around” time; (3) Row 
can beneficially handle a greater 
volume of water than the terrace; 
and (4) close-growing strips will 
produce supplemental feed for live- 
stock. 


Grassed waterways and field 
borders, which carry the water dis- 
charge from the rows, are essen- 
tial to the successful strip-crop 
rotation. These, too, can be mowed 
for hay - an important item with 
livestock growers who sometimes 
must rely entirely on hay and 
sileage during severe cold weather 
such as Mississippi experienced in 
1963. 

According to James L. Bishop, 
work unit conservationist, SCS, 
Brandon, formerly of Bay St. 
Louis, rows are designed to fit 
the farmer’s mechanized 2, 4 or 
6-row equipment. Rows which will 
be harvested with a combine can 
be adjusted to the cutter-blade 
width.

“The approval of 12 Mississippi 
projects earlier this week for a 
total of $1,482,408 is only a drop in 
the bucket as compared with the 
number of worthy projects from 
Mississippi towns and communities 
still pending. In Mississippi alone 
there are more than one hundred 
applications pending for various 
APW projects, far more than there 
will be funds to cover, even if the
